political questions of the day by two such

" At 7 o'clock last evening the 
Boys in 


Blue, the Lovejny Legion and theGatfield 
and Arthur Club formed in line on Tejon 
stre-et, in front of their headquarters in. 
Union Block. 


The torch light procession led by the 


Colorado Springs brass band, marched 
through the principal streets of the city, 
and made a very handsome display. When 
the court house was reached the hall was 
found to be filled with people who had 
been wise enough to come early 
All ot 


those who could by any process of com- 
pression secure foothold within the doors 
of the hall did so. 


Upon the platform »ere seated the 


speakers of the evening; Dr. Stnckler, 


>id>-,ifof the lUm-ock and £ii£lisU 


club, and Mr. L. E. Sheiman, president 
of tbe Garfield and Arthur ctab. When 
quiet had been secured Ur. Stnckler in- 
troduced the Hon. R. J>. Morrison, who 
was received with applause. 
Mr. Mor- 


rison; alter a graceful allusion to the oc- 
casion, began a speech which was confined 
principally to the silver issue and the rec 
ord of General Garfield upon that ques- 
tion. 


Reference was also mSde to the alleged 


fraud by which President Hayes was seat- 
ed, and the fact that the republicans still 
allude to tbe war was criticised. Mr. 
Monlson's speech was adorned with fre- 
quent classical allusions, and at times was 
spirited and eloquent. It was confined in 
its scope however, to comparatively iocal 
topics, but these were treated in a frank 
and eentletrxanly manner, whkh created a 
decidedly friendly feeling. The speaker 
was frequently gteeted wi* applause, and 
once or twice when intenupttd by a ques 
tion from the audience turned the point 
on his questioner with ready wit and skill 


At the conclusion of Mr. Morrison's ad- 


dress, the republican glee club sang a 
campaign song which was heartily cheered. 
Mr. L. E Sherman then introduced Sena 
lor Teller who was greeted with prolonged 
and enthusiastic cheers. The senator be- 
gan by rrlernng in highly complimentaty 
tenets to the gentleman who hid oreceded 
•Mm. 
He said that he considered Mr. 


Morrison "an honest man and » gentleman 
but he hoped he would not be elected and 
he expressed this hope because he believed 
the gentleman to be entirely wrong on the 
great political questions of the day. 
He 


said that he differed with the gentleman as 
to the importance of the silver question, 
for important as that question is, there is 
one which is above and beyond all other 
questions and that Is the perpetuity .of our 
country as a nation. The fundamental 
doctrine of democracy is that the United 
States foe n i a confederation and that a 
state is sovereign. The speaker dwelt 
upon this point at considerable length and 
with great eloquence. 
He brought to the 


support of his assertion the logic of facts 
of whichTie had been personally cognizant 
He said that the same struggle which re- 
sulted in the war of the rebellion was now 
waging only in another form. He quoted 
southern senators who always spoke of the 
"sovereign state" which they represented. 
he quoted Robert Tombs who said that the 
south would gam by the ballot what bhe 
had lost by the bullet. 


The senator then referred to that plank 


in the democratic platfonei which declares 
for a free ballot and asked bywhat right the 
democratic party made such a declaration, 
He then gave the result of hi$ own inves- 
tigations in the south when chairman of 
tbe congressional 
committee.

counted some of the frauds committed by 
southern democrats, he instanced a few of 
the political murders and he showed bv 
what terrorism, uuelty, fraud and treach-
